The watchers included the frail, worn wife 
fondly, finally clasping the beloved hand, 
and perhaps remembering that it was the 
morning of ascension day, a feast of the 
church which her husband, if still con- 
scious, could not fail to recall. There were 
gathered about. her, silently attempting to 
coothe and support her in her supreme 
hour, Helen Gladstone. Herbert and Henry 
Gladstone, Rev. Stephen Giadstene, Mrs. 
Drew, Mrs. Wickham and Mrs. Henry 
Gladstone. On the outer edge of those 
nearest the dying statesman stood, almost 
as much affected as the others, Drs. Haber- 
shol and Bliss, and two faithful nurses. 
After hovering on the threshold of another 
world until early dawn, each moment 
bidding fair to be his last, Gladstone passed 
peacefully away at five o’clock, closing one 
of the most notable careers in the worid’s 
history.

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THE WAR. 


Washington.—It is hard to teil 
whether the naval officials were 
relieved or disappointed by the news 
that came to both the navy and state 
epartments to the effect that the 
Spanish squadron had arrived at 
Cadiz, Spain. The safety of the 
Ore;ou from attack is now completely 
assured and the way is clear for 
military operationsin Cuba withoutran- 
ning the risk of having the occupying 
army's line of communication cut off. 
On the other hand it is believed that 
no enduring peace could be secured 
until the Spanish navy had been de- 
stroyed and it now appears that to do 
this the United States sailors must 
make up their minds to go after the 
Spaniards, a task very much more 
difficult than that of meeting them 
near the American shore. I: was 
Suggested by some of the membe-s of 
the war board that there was a pos- 
sibility that the Spanish squadron 
might make a quick passage into the 
Pavific through the Suez canal and at- 
tack Dewey at Manila. li is said that 
contrary to the common understand- 
ing the Suez canal is not open to war- 
ships of belligerent countries, so that 
if the Spanish choose to take this 
course they would have a long start 
of any pursuing fleet from this side 
of the Atlantic. It is scarcely he- 
lieved, however, that the Spanish are 
willing to take great risk of expos- 
ing to attack their own home ports 
by the withdrawal of so consider- 
able a portion of their naval strength 
as would be required to overmatch 
Dewey. 

One effect of the 
Spanish squadron has been to hasten 
even more the preparations already 
under way for the dispatching of a 
military expedition to Cuba.

First the trans- 
ports will be obliged to await Ad- 
miral Sampson’s return in order to 
secure proper convoys, and secondly, 
the navy objects very decidedly to 
undertaking the task of convoying a 
number of transports. It insists that 
to assure safety of the convoy of the 
troops all of the transports should be 
gathered in one fleet to start from 
Tampa, and the navy is likely to pre- 
vail in this. 

Reports received at the adjutant- 
general’s oftice show that 39,854 men 
had been mustered into the volunteer 
army of the United States. It is 
probable, however, by this time that 
the actual number mustered in is 
about 40,000 in round numbers.

The following memorandum has been 

laced in the hands of the Premier by J. 
M. Douglas. M. l’., for Eastern Assiniboia. 
It is a suggrs'icn ws to detail in giving effect 
to the provisions of the railway act regard- 
ing the duties of railways as common car- 
giers. as far as grain shipments in the west 
areconcerned. If the railway act is found 
not to be effective in meeting che points 
covered by the memorial, a new bill to 
cover those Wiil be introduced by Mr. 
Douglas next scssion : 

To the Right Fouorable Sir Wilfred 
Laurier, (3. C., M. G., President of tho 
Privy Council : 

Whereas, Owing to the pressure of other 
business it has been found impossible to 
enact such legislation during the present 
ecssion, as will remove the grievances in 
respect to the shipment of grain under 
which thé producers of Manitoba and the 
North-west Territories at present labor. 


Therefore. We, the undersigned mem- 
bers of Parliament, request you to take such 
steps under tae railway act as will secure 
tothe producers the right to ship grain 
under the following conditions : 


(1) The producer may load cars directly 
from his vebic'e-by- means of suitable plat- 
forms or otherwise, and may be allowed 
reasonable time te de sce 

(2) Where flat warehouses do exist or 
may hereafter be erected, grain may be 
shipped through the same, and no discrim- 
ination shali Le made against such ware- 
houses in favor of the standard elevators. 

(3) Where grain is shipped directly from 
vehicles no charge shall be mede by any 
elevator owner or other person for such 
privilege, and where grain is shipped 
through flet warehouses no person other 
than the owner of the warehouse shal] be 
entitled to make any charge for said 
privilege. 

(4) Where tie supply of cars is insuf- 
ficient, such cars as are now furnished shall 
be divided cquajly among the applicants 
until each has recived one car, and after 
that the car shall be distributed in propor- 
tion to the amount of business transacted.

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THE EDMONTON OF TO-DAY. 


The Winnipeg Nor’-Wester, of the 
12th, contains an article descriptive of 
Edmonton, from which the following 
is taken : 

This busy nerthern town is as,yet 
almost the sole inland starting m be 
for the northern gold areas. It i far 
and away the liveliest of all the out- 
fitting points except Victoria and 
Vancouver on the Pacific Ocean. 


The town is old ir years but new in 
active business matters. Those who 
had gathered here during the past 
| fifteen years imagined that init they 
| saw efforts made to build up a town 
‘farther north than hitherto — built 
and could not help believing that with 
the country and its wealth of resources 
something would result. Others stayed 
on because they could not get away. 
Others, again, found health. The town 
grew and prospered but just as any 
inland town would do built upon what 
was at that time the most northern 
townsite known, or as_ they imagined, 
ever would be known in this part of 
the world. They were content with 
their pure isolation. When it came 
to pass that they had a monthly mail 
service they found out that they were 
on one of the proposed routes of an 
inter-oceanic line of railroad and a 
telegraph line was in the near future 
coming up to them, and then things 
moved a little faster but not verv 
much. Circumstances so happened 
that the railroad did not come, but 
they reached high enough up to get 
a place in one of the largest booms 
of recent times, and then a weekly 
mail and as all these stupendous 
changes had happened without much 
internal effort, it began to dawn upon 
the people that something could be 
done from the inside. The rebellion 
of 1885 was in a way considered not 
a permanent thing. Another throvgh 
line of railway from Winnipeg to the 
coast was out of the question, so they 
hung their hopes upon a bridge and a 
railway from the south. The latter 
they got, but it was not altogether 
satisfactory ; yet it is running and one 
might say almost overworked. The 
latter they also got or are getting. 

Speaking of the Moodie party the 
article states: This party is ina good 
position for « summer’s work, they 
are in the vicinity of Lake Thutage, 
which empties into the Findlay river, 
and from this section reports come of 
placer diggings yielding as high as 
$20 to the pan, and to which man} 
parties now enroute to the Yulgn 
will turn. y 

There will be found there bot.'t as 
summer and next winter parties work- 
ing away well supplied with grub so 
that they need have no fear of run- 
ning out of provisions the same as the 
earlier pioneers had whe came in years 
ago from British Columbia. 

Building operations in Edmonton 
have heen going on the entire winter. 
A large, handsome and cestly brick 
block was finished so far about ten 
days ago as to allow the general 
traders and outfitters, Messrs, Mc- 
Dougall & Secord, to move in with an 
immense stock. 

Lots for building purposes command 
good figurcs, but not anything like 
boom prices. The business part of 
the town is net by any means a fixture 
as it stands to-day. The west end of 
ths town, where heretofore existed a 
huge gap is quietly and steadily as- 
serting itself and perhaps by the fall 
of the present year the gap may be 
filled up. If this sheuld happen then 
the churches would not seem so far 
away and distances now forbidding 
would be as nothing. 
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LACOMBE LINKS. 


Quite a sad event occurred here 
last week, which was the death of one 
of our leading merchants. The young 
man, James Mair, only 25 years old, 
was born in Lanark, Ontario, When 
quite young he went to Toronto and 
fonr years ago emigrated to Lacombe. 
He first started a bakery which 
gradually developed into a general 
store. A year ago he had a severe 
attack of the old enemy “la grippe” 
which seemed to settle on his lungs 
after a few months, causing con- 
sumption which caused his death. 
He leaves one brother, Rev. John 
Mair, and a sister, Mrs. Glass, also a 
widowed mother, all residents of La- 
combe. The funeral took place on 
Sunday, when he was buried under 
the auspices of the masonic lodge. 

R. L. Alexander, of Calgary, 
arrived May 2nd and organized a 
lodge of the Orange soriety. The 
officers elected are: Mr. Moreton, 
master; Mr. McKever, deputy; Eph. 
Matthias, recording steward ; George 
Matthias, treasurer; George Reyn- 
olds, chaplain. The Scandina- 
van pastor of Wetaskiwin, visited 
Lacombe last week in the interests of 
his church. W. J. Howard, 
insurance agent, of Calgary, is again 
here. He has been very successful 
both in life and fire insurance. 

Rev. E. J. Chegwin left on the 9th 
for Edmonton to attend the annual 
district meeting in connection with 
the Methodist church. Har- 
old Stirling, brother of Mrs. Bishop, 
arrived last week from Nelson, B. C. 

Sidney McLeod has gone to 
Vancouver, B. C. Geo. Read 
has rented the Frank Forman house. 

Mr. and Mrs. Lynch have 
moved into town. Mr. and 
Mrs. John Mahafty were presented 
with a young daughter on the 7th. 

J. Tice, is getting his cottage 
painted and a neat fence around his 
lot which adds much to its appear- 
ance. The residents of Nan- 
ton street, are having the sidewalk 
improved. Mr. Vanalstine is doing 
the work. Mr. Burdick is 
getting his furniture store in readiness 
for business. The prairie 
fires are still raging owing to the dry 
weather and much work has been 
done in order to save property.
